anesthesiologists and other physicians protesting soaring 
private insurance rates has resulted in hospital layoffs - 
and possible bankruptcies. 
“There is precedent for governmental intervention 
where business cannot be discharged profitably by 
private industry,’’ Alioto said in a telegram to Gov. 
Edmund Brown Jr. and state legislative leaders. 
He called for a special legislative session to deal with 
the crisis and proposed the state take over insuring 
doctors for a two-year period at rates no higher than 25 
per cent of the present payments.

Guest Editorial 


M a n y p e r s o n s w i l l p a u s e t h i s m o n t h , on 
official days of law enforcement observance, to 
commemorate the proud and selfless role of our 
profession. When they do, the unabated killings 
of law enforcement officers in the performance 
of their duties must be given special recognition. 


It is no comfort that the total of 132 local, 
county, State, and Federal law enforcement offi­ 
cers slain in 1974 at the hands of assailants was 
just under the record total of 134 similarly 
murdered the year before. Thus far this year, 
the pace of these killings shows no signs for 
encouragement. 


Indeed, the murder of just one officer in the 
defense of the community ought to weigh heavily 
on everyone who cherishes the rule of law and 
the protection it affords us all. 


Records of the circumstances in the past year 
which attended these deaths are filled with many 
poignant but revealing facts that stand out boldly 
among the cold statistics. The typical victim 
officer was aged 33, had 5 years’ or less service 
with his department, and was on Saturday night 
patrol during July in a large metropolitan area. 
Soon after arriving at a scene in response to a 
disturbance call, he was confronted face-to-face 
by an assailant who shot him from no more than 5 
feet away with a bullet, fired from a handgun, 
that lodged fatally in his upper torso. 


There are many lessons to be pondered from 
this characteristic incident. Two in particular 
command my attention for they are overwhelm­ 
ing in their consistency over a period of many 
years. 


One is that handguns are, beyond any doubt, 
the most deadly of all weapons to be encountered 
by the police officer. Their easy concealment from 
the eyes of an approaching policeman, or others 
nearby who might warn him of their presence, 
writes DANCER. But, it is in an almost invisible 
script. Handguns leave the officer with scant 
opportunity to take cover. And, like all firearms, 
they are quick, efficient, effortless, and nearly 
always fatal in their operation. 


The other lesson, it seems, is that nighttime 
is an unwitting but valuable accomplice to the 
handgun user. It and dimly lit situations predom­ 
inate the encounters that prove fatal to law 
enforcement personnel. These two facts alone— 
the dominance of handguns as the instruments 
of death and of nighttime as the time of death— 
require our close examination. 


Over recent years the FBI has placed added 
training emphasis on m inimizing the danger of 
nighttime encounters of law enforcement person­ 
nel with armed adversaries. I urge all depart­ 
ments to do the same. W e must correct any 
weaknesses in our capability to handle nocturnal 
confrontations with armed assailants. 


If we are truly to honor our profession this 
month, let us begin with positive efforts of our 
own to reduce the slaughter of fellow officers.

Mrs. Aquino, who has been at 
his bedside most of the time, 
said she asked him again and 
again to end the fast until he 
finally relented. 
Aquino, who said he would 
not eat until the government

The Rushville City Council has finally set the fees for 
the use of the baseball diamond and the tennis courts. 
As previously reported in the paper, the charge for 
organized use of the city ball park will be $10 per night 
game, $7.50 per day game, and $5 per two hour practice 
session. 
The tennis courts will cost organized users $7.50 per 
match and $5 per two hour practice session. 
The baseball diamond has been the recent point of 
discussion. The council originally set the fees so that they 
may be compensated for the new lights installed at the 
field. Also, they will be compensated for minor upkeep of 
the diamond. 
These fees are effective immediately. Except for the 
high school, who have already m ade arrangements for the 
payment of the fees, any organized league will pay the 
fees immediately. That is where the trouble begins. 
The Rushville Babe Ruth league will use the diamond 
this summer while they await the completion of the new 
diamond that will be their home. 
According to John R. Green, President of the Babe Ruth 
league, the league cannot afford to pay that much money 
for the use of the field. If they must pay the fee, according 
to Green, they will be forced to drop the league this year 
because they are not financially stable, stable enough to 
afford paying for their equipment and a fee for the playing 
field. 
What it boils down to, acutally, is that the City Council 
made a slight error in their haste to place fees on the 
diamond. An oversight, fortunately, that can be correct­ 
ed. And I’m told that it will be corrected at the next City 
Council meeting. 
But it almost cost the cancellation of something that 
gave the kids of our area a sum m er recreation program.

I ve had my chances to go to the Track on Race Day and 
watch. Two or three times I wanted to go, but decided to 
watch it a week later in the comfort of my living room. 
This year just might be the year. 
Just to think about it, after all, it is the biggest race in 
the world for the cars that run. They call them Indy cars, 
don’t they? 
It is one of the biggest things that happen all year in the 
state of Indiana, isn’t it? It is only an hour’s drive from 
here to the track, isn’t it? And how many people that live 
across the country would love to see the race? You can’t 
get much closer to the greatest racing event in the world 
than we are. 
To watch all the splendor and tenseness and ex­ 
citement, well, you can’t get that from a TV set. 
We have got the greatest thing going in racing right in 
our own back yard. This year might be the year.

Services Agency, building it on 
the base of a program already 
in existence within the State 
Departm ent of Commerce, of 
which the lieutenant governor 
is statutory director. However, 
the 1974 lawm akers, with no 
objection from Orr, who is the 
president bf* the Senate, speci­ 
fied that after June 30, 1975, the 
state planning services agency 
be within the governor’s execu­ 
tive office. 
The 
lawm akers 
had 
com ­ 
mented at the time that the 
governor of the state is the 
ultim ate 
executive 
in 
the 
m atter of providing for “the 
orderly economic development 
and growth of the state by 
m eans of economic research, 
promotion, planning and plan 
im plem entation.” In addition, 
they were aw are that starting 
with 
the 
1976 election, 
the 
governor and lieutenant gover­ 
nor will be elected as a single 
team , in the same way the 
President and vice president 
are elected. 
Under term s of the law, the 
research portion of the old 
Planning and Research Group 
of the Department of Com­ 
m erce rem ains with the lieuten­ 
ant governor as part of the 
division of economic planning 
while 
the 
planning 
portion 
switches to the governor. 
The 1974 law created a policy 
or executive council composed 
of a dozen ex offico m em bers. 
This council is scheduled to 
meet Monday to consider the 
transition from the office of 
lieutenant governor to governor 
of the planning arm of state 
government among other Sub­ 
jects. 
The law specifies that "subse­ 
quent to June 30, 
1975, the 
governor 
shall 
appoint 
a 
director who shall serve at the 
pleasure 
of 
the 
governor. 
Appointment of the necessary 
staff 
shall 
be 
subject 
to 
approval by the governor...” 
The question of whether Bowen 
will continue with O rr’s choice 
of 
agency 
staff 
is 
in 
the 
background whether it reaches 
an official stage or not. 
The current executive direc­ 
tor 
of 
the 
State 
Planning 
Services Agency is Theodore 
Pantazis, Indianapolis, who is 
O rr’s choice for continuing with 
the agency under new m anage­ 


m ent. However, some advisers 
have suggested to Bowen that

Noblesville, federal aid director 
for the State Budget Agency, in 
charge after the changeover. 
Bowen or his designee will 
serve 
as

executive council while Orr is 
vice chairm an of the council.

William T. Paynter, Commis­ 
sioner Raymond Sanders if the

Home Gardening Booms 
As People Fight Inflation

INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
— 
Home gardens have sprung up 
like mushrooms all over In­ 
diana as Hoosiers return to the 
soil to offset rising prices at 
groceries. 
The increase has been so 
great this year that agencies 
that 
provide 
information 
to 
would-be gardeners had trouble 
keeping up with the demand. In 
some cases, areas that have 
been unused for years for being 
turned into minifarms. 
“It’s almost to the point of 
being 
ridiculous,’’ said John 
Wott, a professor and specialist 
in home horticulture at Purdue 
University at West Lafayette. 
“Around here, I’ve even seen 
people putting in gardens this 
spring in their front yards in 
middle and upper class neigh­ 
borhoods, sometimes because 
they have a swimming pool in 
the backyard.” 
F e w Gardened Before 
Wott travels the state speak­ 
ing 
to 
groups 
interested 
in 
home gardening and recalled 
that when he had been in New 
Albany 
recently, 
of 
the 
OO 
persons attending a session on 
how to put in your own garden, 
only three ever bad gardened 
before this year 
“I’ve noticed that a lot of 
companies are plowing up land 
around their factories —areas 
they have bought for possible 
expansion or whatever 
and it 
is being divided into garden 
plots, probably for free use by 
em ployes,” he said 
“People 
who own a few acres of ground 
are plowing it, divvying it up 
and advertising to rent it ” 
He added that prices he had 
noticed ranged from $10 to $50, 
depending on the size of the 
plot, how much work had been 
put in in preparing the soil, and 
whether water was included in 
the price; 
“The seed companies report 
that there; has been a great 
increase in demand for seeds 
and we;’ve* had a three-to four­ 


fold increase in demand for 
information,” Wott said. 
He 
added that some circulars had 
had to be reprinted after the 
first supplies were used up so 
quickly. 
More Phone Calls 
Al Pell, cooperative extension 
agent for Marion County at 
Indianapolis, said his office was 
getting a greater number of 
phone calls from people “who 
did not have a garden last year 
or want to do a better job this 
year.” 
He said that from the types 
of questions 
—such as how 
many tomato plants would be 
needed for a family and how 
much space they would need 
for a few types of vegetables 
he had concluded that there is 
a large new group of urban 
farmers. 
“I get the idea that many of 
these people are digging up a 
few feet of ground in between 
houses,” Pell said 
The City of Indianapolis this 
year for the first time has a 
garden project involving more 
than 1,100 plots at four sites 
around the metropolitan area 
Although the project 
is 
not 
restricted, it was designed to 
help senior citizensand the poor 
cope with rising food prices, 
but persons administering the 
project said it had become a 
veritable salad bowl 
of 
In 
dianapolis residents. 
Some Not Poor 
“When you go out to one of 
the sites to see how things are 
going and see new cars with 
stickers still in the windows, 
you suspect that at least some 
of the people are neither poor 
nor senior citizens,” one aid 
said 
The plots, on city or state 
owned .land, are 15-by 15 feet 
and most rent for $5 to most 
applicants and $1 for senior 
citizens 
Those that 
are 
on 
Central Slate Hospital grounds 
were free on a first come first 
served basis In addition to the 
standard 
sized 
plots, 
the 


mayor’s 
project 
has 
also 
distributed another six to eight 
acres in larger plots to the Boy 
Scouts, 
church 
groups 
and 
similar agencies. 
Regardless of 
whether 
an 
Indianapolis resident is renting 
his 
already-plowed-and-disked 
plot from the city, he can also 
pick up seeds under the project. 
They are free to those who stop 
in 
one 
of 
the 
distribution 
centers and ask for them, but 
those reqwuesting them by mail 
are asked to send $1 to cover 
postage and handling. As of the 
end of April, the project had 
given out 
more than 
47,000 
packets of various vegetable 
seeds. 
Universities. Too 
Indiana, 
Purdue and 
Ball 
State 
Universities 
have 
had 
similar “collective farms” for 
faculty, staff and students for 
years, with those at Ball State 
dating back to World War I 
Although a plot smaller than 
most living rooms may sound 
as though it would not produce 
much, Wott said those who are 
newly into farm ing may be 
surprised with what they get. 
“A lot depends on what types 
of vegetables the family wants 
to grow,” he said “ If they take 
a 
10-by-lO 
plot, 
by 
very 
intensively cropping it they can 
put 
in 
radishes, 
beets 
and 
lettuce}, which produce a quick 
crop 
and in five or six weeks 
they can be harvested and the 
family can put in peppers, snap 
beans and other later crops on 
the same ground 
“They can also intercrop 
put 
the 
rows 
very 
close 
together by alternating between 
a quick crop and one that takes 
longer, such as having rows of 
radishes and carrots six inches 
apart 
and when they harvest 
the early crop it has the effect 
of thinning for the second,” 
Wott 
added 
“By 
staking 
tomatoes and trellising cucum­ 
bers they also offset the size of 
their plot, but they probably 
can’t grow sweet corn, melons

reservoirs. 
The 
reports 
showed 
how 
sensitive the largemouth bass is 
to weather and water fluctua­ 
tions. 
Dr. Roy Deidinger of South­ 
ern 
Illinois 
University, 
for 
example, 
found that sudden 
drops in water tem perature, 
when male bass are guarding 
nests after spawning, causes 
abandonment 
of 
nests 
and 
destruction of eggs predators 
such as bluegills. 
A paper by James Romero of 
the U. S. Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion and Robert Allan of the 
Nevada Department of Fish & 
Game advised that their study 
showed several factors critical 
to spawning success of bass at 
Lake Mead. 
Those factors were: stable 
water levels, minimal wind and 
wave 
action, 
good 
water 


quality, availability of some 
cover, stable water tempera­ 
tures at the proper levels, little 
or no egg or fry predastion, and 
little or no human activity at or 
near the nest site.

Indians Celebrate First 


Anniversary Of Takeover 


Judge Says No Support 


For Play tex Bra Claim

EAGLE BAY, N Y. (UPI) - 
Spring officially arrived at the 
“Ganienkeh 
Indian 
Nation” 
T u esd a y w ith the tra d itio n a l 
“ Festival for the Seeds.” 
Ganienkeh’s 
population, 
a 
band of Mohawk Indians that 
took over a state-owned form er 
girls’ cam p n ear this Adiron- 
dacks com m unity a year ago 
today, held the spring celebra­ 
tion 
to 
coincide 
with 
their 
nation’s first anniversary. 
“ We thank the Creator for 
the seeds used in our planting,” 
said K akwirakeron, the group’s 
ch ief 
s p o k e s m a n . 
“ M other 
E arth has been asleep but now 
everything is being renewed. 
The buds are coming out and 
the anim als are coming out of 
hibernation.” 
The Indians ate corn bread 
(“ which is not like your type” ), 
corn soup and slaughtered a 
pig, Kakwirakeron said. The 
evening was devoted to trad i­ 
tional dances. 
“We had no doubts that w e’d 
survive the winter h ere,” he 
said. “W e’ve had signs that 
everything would work out all 
right.” 
Now the Indians look forward 
to a successful planting season, 
m ore determ ined than ever to 
resist legal efforts to oust them. 
The Indians claim the 612- 
acre site at Moss Lake under 
the term s of a 1794 treaty. They 
also talk of eventually expand­ 
ing their territory to include 
much of the state-owned land in 
the v ast A d iro n d a c k s F o re s t 
Preserve. 
The Indians’ right to the land 
was im m ediately challenged by 
nearby white residents, 
who 


fear their presence will keep 
visitors aw ay from the a r e a ’s 
su m m er 
and 
winter 
tourist 
attractions. 
Bullets replaced words last 
October when two whites w ere 
se rio u s ly 
w ounded. 
T h e 
Indians claim they were re tu rn ­ 
ing gunfire and refuse to allow 
state authorities onto G anien­ 
keh land to investigate. 
Dennis McAllister, a spokes­ 
m an for nearby whites opposing 
the occupation, 
says 
federal 
and state officials are “ buck­ 
passing” on the Indian issue. 
He says the state should take 
im m ediate steps to oust the 
Indians, 
preferably 
through 
legal 
means, 
criticizing 
its 
“delay tactics.” 
“ I feel the Indians’ presence 
is very much so a threat to the 
safety of nearby residents,” he 
adds. 
McAllister says the In d ian s’ 
presence apparently did 
not 
affect the w inter tourist trad e 
but that “su m m er reservations 
are down a bit.” He acknow l­ 
edged the slumping economy 
m a y play a role in the decline.

It Takes Energy, Ideas 
And M ingling With Kids

NEW YORK (UPI) — Even 
in the middle of a recession, a 
man with energy and ideas can 
make a business grow spec­ 
tacularly. 
Take Martin B. Abrams, who

of nondescript toys to a firm 
with sales in the $35-$40 million 
a year range, a gain of 125 per 
cent. 
He did it by tying his toys to 
Hollywood, not only such recent 
Hollywood characters as those 
from Planet of the Apes but to 
the legendary figures of the 
Wizard of Oz and the heroes of 
early TV and radio, Superman, 
Batm an and Robin and the 
Green Hornet. 
It would make a better story 
to say Marty Abrams, 32, was 
IOO per cent self-made, but he 
inherited control of Mego and 
had the advantage of a degree 
in marketing from New York 
University.

Oil People Depend On 
Computer Automation 


By MICHAEL O. WESTER 
LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) - 
Oil-field automation, in which 
computers report on distant 
operations, has become a must 
for offshore production and is 
in the foreseeable future for 
inland fields. 
There remains some resist­ 
ance 
among 
oldtimers 
to 
computer operations. But most 
objections 
disappear 
after 
about three days in special 
courses established at Texas 
Tech University by Darrell L. 
Vines, an electrical engineering 
professor. 
“Some people think they’re 
too old to learn the computer 
operation,” Vines said in an 
interview. “Others think the 
computers 
may 
steal 
jobs. 
There 
are 
errors 
in 
both 
* judgments.” 
Vines said there may be job 
shifting when computers are 
installed, but automation only 


moves workers from monoto 
nous jobs to more challenging 
ones. 
“For every job computers 
can do, new jobs are created,” 
he said. “Just look at the 
number of people who are 
employed now in the computer 
industry” 
A major advantage of com­ 
puter monitoring for offshore 
production, Vines said, can be 
seen 
dramatically 
in 
the 
hurricane season. While men 
m ust 
go ashore, pumping 
continues as long as onshore 
computers show that all sys­ 
tems are working properly. The 
computer can order a shutdown 
as soon as any m alfunction 
occurs. 
As much as $1,000 a day can 
be saved on shore at a run-of- 
the-mill well when a computer 
indicates a malfunction before 
any human senses can detect a 
problem. 


Old Time Revival 
Seen In Religion 


COLLEGE STATION, Tex. 
(UPI) 
- 
A 
Texas 
A&M 
sociologist says there may be a 
revival of religion among 
American youth despite a fall 
in church attendance since the 
1950s. 
Dr. Jon Alston said recent 
surveys show a rise in the 
number of young Americans 
who believe religion has an 
increasing 
influence on 
the 
American way of life. 
Almost a third of the youths 
questioned last year believed 
religion has some impact on 
daily life, while just four years 
before only 14 per cent had 
answered yes. 
Church attendance by the 
young declined until about 1970, 
says Alston, when it leveled off. 
Now there is a slight increase. 
“We don’t know whether this 
is a return to tradition or 
whether these young people are 


intent on reforming the church 
from within,” he said. 
Overall attendance is still 
declining from a high point 
around 1955, but Americans still 
attend church the most of any 
modern or Christian nation in 
the world, he said. 
Americans are apt to attend 
more as couples or families, 
said Alston, while in other 
countries surveyed, the women 
generally attend 
more than 
men. 


Surveying attendance from 
1939-69, 
Alston 
found 
each 
generation had its own pattern 
of attendance. Simplistic state­ 
ments such as “older persons 
generally go to church m ore” 
are not founded. 


He 
said 
the 
most active 
church attenders in the 30-year 
survey were those born b e­ 
tween 1925 and 1934. 


“While we’re in a petroleum 
short situation in the U.S. there 
is more than ever the need for 
automated control,” Vines said. 
Vines 
said 
the 
computer 
makes for more efficient use of 
resources 
—in 
the 
energy 
necessary to operate the field; 
in manpower; in shutdown time 
when repairs are necessary; 
and in the possible loss of oil 
from 
delay 
in 
detecting 
a 
malfunction in pump or line. 
As for training people to 
operate the automated system, 
Vines described the experience 
of one trainee who was four 
years away from retirement 
and had an avowed lack of 
interest in learning computer 
control. 
“In three days he was able to 
write his own program, could 
control a simulated oil field 
with his program 
and was 
enthusiastically endorsing the 
system,” Vines said. 
At Texas Tech Vines has 
established and teaches short 
courses for field engineers. 
“Automation is inevitable,” 
he said. “Engineers and the oil 
companies they work for know 
it. There’s too much to save by 
using automation and too much 
to lose by neglecting it.”

Report From America

MOUNT VERNON, 111. (UPI) 
— It would be easy to mistake 
gray-haired Joe Sutton for an 
evangelist, but the message he 
preaches with unbridled zeal is 
world trade and the elimination 
of tariffs. 
It could add up, as he sees it, 
to a great period of prosperity 
and a chicken in every pot in 
the world in the next five years 
or so. 
Wearing three wrist watches 
on 
a 
single 
band, 
Sutton, 
president of JO-SMACS Inc., 
might be herding water buffalo 
by jet 
plane 
one 
week 
to 
Pakistan or India and holstein 
heifers the next to the eastern 
bloc 
nations 
of 
Bulgaria, 
Romania 
and 
Hungary. 
Or 
swine to Taiwan or Malaysia. 
Sutton, 56, sometimes oper­ 
ates in home territory out of a 
car equipped with a television 
receiver, typewriter, recorder, 
calculator and radio telephone. 
Sutton’s father died when he 
was three and he worked for a 
neighboring farm er until his 
mid-teens. 
“I 
decided 
that 
wasn’t going to get it, so I 
hitchhiked to McLeansboro and 
enrolled 
in 
a 
chick 
sexing 
school,” Sutton said. 
He got so proficient he could 
determine 
the sex 
of 
1,000 
chicks an hour with an error 
factor of 2 per cent or less. ‘‘In 
the depression, I was making 
$100 a day as a chick sexer,” 
he said. 
Sutton later branched out into 
the poultry franchising business 
and, as an agricultural consult­ 
ant to the U.S. State Depart­ 
ment, made 23 trips to South 
Vietnam to develop the poultry 
business there. 
‘‘In 1969, they had only a 
backyard poultry operation in 
Vietnam,” he said. “By 1973,

The exportation of American 
agricultural products and tech­ 
nical skills is a dire necessity 
as Sutton sees it. 
“We produce 72 per cent of 
all the soybeans and 42 per cent 
of all the corn in the world,” he 
said. “We have to get our 
knowhow over there.” 
He said if a 100-mile wide

planted in Africa north of the 
equator, “the world could be 
fed for the next 200 years.” 


“I believe time will prove in 
the next five years that the

inflation, shortage of food and 
our present poor economy is a

Banks, other finan 
cial institutions and corpora 
tions also pay premium interest 
rates to investors with $100,000 
or more.

In the case of 
a gain, an investor may not 
share fully; in case of loss, he 
also may not suffer propor 
tionateiy.

are 
climbing the potential for loss 
is not great, but in the current 
investment clim ate in which 
short-term interest rates are 
fluctuating and generally mov­ 
ing down, there arises potential 
for great loss. 
In order to allow investors to 
know more accurately where 
their 
money 
market 
fund 
stands at any time, the SEC is 
proposing they make assess­ 
ments 
either 
by 
obtaining 
quotations from the market or 
by 
comparing 
the 
fund’s 
holding with other funds with 
similar investments.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Seven­ 
teen prisoners roused from 
their 
cells for 
a 
routine 
inspection sneaked into the 
prison 
laundry 
room 
and 
escaped the Cook County Jail 
through a window late Wednes­ 
day. 
Police 
said 
five 
of 
the 
jailbreakers had been captured. 
Authorities said 
a 
“gun-in- 
hand” search had been ordered 
to catch the others. 
Prison officials said that the 
fugitives 
were 
among 
107 
prisoners removed from their 
cells for a routine inspection for 
contraband. It was not known 
how they got into the laundry 
room. 
Once inside, however, they 
climbed out a window, ran 
across a construction area, 
pealed back a section of the 
prison fence and escaped. 


Officials said a head count 
showed at least 17 of the 
prisoners missing from 
the 
massive prison and correctional 
center complex which houses 
5,000 prisoners. 
Prison officials said four of 
the 
prisoners 
remaining 
at 
large were being held for trial 
on charges of murder. All were 
considered dangerous. 
“Those dudes got feathers on 
their tails and they’re flying,” 
one police officer said. 
At least three of the fugitives 
commandeered a car on the 
South Side several miles from 
the prison and briefly held two 
of the car occupants hostage. 
However, the hostages were 
released and police apprehend­ 
ed one of those three fugitives. 
Police 
would 
not 
release 
details on the arrest. 
Police called in helicopters 
and dozens of squad cars to 


comb a more than five-square- 
mile area 
for the missing 
prisoners. 
Officers armed with shotguns 
and automatic weapons prowled 
the prison area in search of the 
convicts. 
Authorities said another area, 
“far removed” from the prison 
was also the subject of a 
search. But they would not say 
what area was involved or what 
had led police to the neighbor­ 
hood. 


The old prison houses approx­ 
imately 
3,000 
inmates 
and 
adjoins the House of Correc­ 
tions which holds another 2,000 
prisoners. 


Prison officials said some 107 
prisoners being held in one tier 
were removed from their cells, 
many barefoot or not fully 
clothed, for a routine inspec­ 
tion.

on the island. 
Darkness was falling over the 
island battle zone as Laiton 
spoke, complicating the rescue 
effort.

across friendlier borders, and 
from the volatile Prince N oro­ 
dom Sihanouk, recently desig­ 
nated Cam bodian chief of state 
for life. 
Khieu Sam phan, the deputy 
prime m inister and strongm an 
in the new government, 
has 
declared Cambodian policy to 
be “one of neutrality, independ­ 
ence within our own borders. 
We 
will 
be 
neutral 
and 
nonaligned.” 
Another broadcast declared 
C am bodia’s 
close 
ties 
with 


China, which supplied most of 
the a rm s 
for 
the 
insurgent 
arm y and harbored the C a m ­ 
bodian government-iri-exile led 
by Sihanouk. 
The 
b r o a d c a s t 
pointedly 
made no mention of the Soviet 
Union which did not recognize 
the 
P ek in g -b a s e d S ihanouk 
regime until October, 1973. In 
the one-upsmanship practiced 
by the Soviet Union and China 
for influence in Asia, this would 
be a point for China. 
The new government also has 
served notice no foreign m ili­ 
tary bases will be tolerated in 
Cambodia.

Sihanouk never has deluded 
himself as to his future under 
com m unism .

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
g ress is trying again this y ear 
'to create a federal consumer 
advocacy agency even though 
consum ers 
a r e n ’t 
ex actly 
'pounding its doors in favor of 
the proposed program . 
A research group, in a poll 
conducted for an organization 
of businesses, asked consumers 
whether they wanted a new 
consumer 
agency 
and 
the 
results 
are 
that 
the 
vast 
majority of Americans don’t. 
In a national survey Opinion 
Research Corp. found that 75 
per cent of the consumers they 
questioned opposed setting up a 
new 
agency 
and, 
instead, 
•favored m aking existing federal 
consumer agencies more effec­ 
tive. 
When the 13 per cent who 
favored a new agency were told 
the program ’s price tag would 
be $60 million in its first three 
years, 6 per cent of those polled 
said they, too, opposed it. 
Thus, the survey, based on 
2,038 in terv iew s conducted 
across the country last January 
and February, showed that 81 
per cent of those polled oppose 
creating such an agency. 
Moreover, the poll found that 
of the persons polled: 
More than four out of five 
say they have “ almost always” 


or “usually” been given fair 
treatment by business. 
—86 per cent gave business 
favorable ratin g while ll per 
cent said they were treated 
“usually unfairly ” and 2 per 
cent said 
“ alm o st alw ays 
unfairly.” 
—21 per cent said they were 
“almost alw ays fairly” treated 
by government while 58 per 
cent answered “ usually fairly.” 
A total of 14 p er cent said they 
were treated “ usually unfairly” 
or “almost alw ays unfairly” by 
government. 
—Many think the best way to 
deal with a bad product is to go 
directly to the person who sold 
it to them, the B etter Business 
Bureau, or the business who 
m ade the product or provided 
the service. 
The poll w as conducted by 
the Princeton, N .J. firm for the 
Business Roundtable, an organ­ 
ization 
of 
160 
corporations 
formed to undertake economic 
research. 
Sen. Charles Percy, R ill., a 
chief supporter of the proposed 
agency, 
has 
challenged 
the 
survey’s legitim acy, calling it 
“ typical of th e tactics used 
over 
the 
years 
by 
those 
determined to prevent creation 
of the agency.” 
But the survey’s professional­ 


ism has received the approval 
of the Roper poll-taking outfit 
which called it valid. 
The proposed 
Agency 
for 
Consumer Advocacy would be 
empowered to intervene as a 
full legal p arty in behalf of 
consumers before any formal 
proceedings 
of 
the 
federal 
government except in situations 
involving 
national 
security, 
labor-managem ent and broad­ 
cast licensing. 
The House passed the meas­ 
ure overwhelmingly last year 
but the Senate was unable to 
break a filibuster against it. 
The Senate is considering it 
again. 
Sen. 
Robert 
Taft, R-Ohio, 
says the governm ent is filled 
with dozens of agencies which 
work in behalf of the consumer 
or 
on 
consum er-related 
ac­ 
tivities. Agencies such as the 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission, the Office of Con- 
sum eer Affairs, the Food and 
Drug Administration, the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission and 
others should be made more 
effective, he says. 
But the question that needs 
answering is who wants this 
agency created? The survey by 
Opinion Research indicates it 
isn ’t the people.

Every parent faces the 
prospect of glum expres­ 
sions, 
tears, 
temper tan­ 
trums, or possibly a certain 
amount of destructive activ­ 
ity when his or her child 
talks about being bored and 
adopts ' .at ‘‘What should I 
do n o w attitude. 
The situation may vary

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Grocery Shoppers Changed 


Habits To Keep Up With Times 


By J E A N N E L E S E M 


Grocery shoppers everywhere 
say they have changed their 
buying habits as a result of 
inflation and recession. 
Supermarkets are changing, 
too. Progressive Grocer’s 42nd 
annual report on the grocery 
industry sees six trends, all of 
which affect shoppers in one 
way or another. Higher energy 
costs get passed on in higher 
grocery prices. So does shrink­ 
age, 
the 
industry 
term 
for 
pilferage 
by 
customers 
and 
employes. The magazine found 
it now accounts for one cent out 
of every dollar in sales. 
Stores 
are 
getting 
fewer 
deliveries from vendors and 
warehouses and less help from 
manufacturers, including small­ 
er amounts of merchandising 
and 
display 
material, 
fewer 
deals with allowances offered 
and 
lower 
value 
deals 
and 
allowances offered. 
In a nationwide study, 88 per 
cent of the chains polled by the 
magazine foresee cuts in the 
number of item s stocked in 
both stores and warehouses. 
After years of building larger 
and larger stores, some chains 
now are planning smaller ones. 
A small New England chain 
said it is reducing new store 
size 20 to 30 per cent to save 
energy. A Southeastern compa­ 
ny 
also 
is 
thinking 
small, 
because “ it costs as much to 
build a 24,000-square-foot store 
now as it did a 30,000 two years 
ago.’’ 
In 
even 
the 
largest 
self- 
service stores, customers are 
increasingly finding employes 
to talk with, to get help from. 
One chain offers freebies to 
customers who are not spoken 
to by store personnel: a head of 
lettuce in produce, a pound of 
hamburger in the meat depart­ 
ment or a light bulb elsewhere 
in the store. 
“ When 
a 
new 
employe 
doesn’t respond, the first free 
item that goes to a customer is 
on us; from then on it’s on the 
employe.” a 
sales executive 
told the magazine. Unrespon­ 
sive employes lose their jobs. 
Another chain has a consum­ 
er hot line, a phone connected 
to a 
tape recorder to 
take 
comments, complaints, sugges­ 
tions. 
Still anothej^'jprovides .qon- 
sumer 
suggestion 
and 
com­ 
plaint cards and requires store 
managers 
to call customers 
personally in response. 
Many 
chains 
now 
have 
consumer representatives and 
home economists who appear in 
newspaper and television ads 
and 
in 
stores 
to 
talk 
with 
customers, give out recipes and 
answer questions. 
Consumer attitude research 
showed women want more than 
just food prices in supermarket 
ads. A California chain now 
offers complete meal menus on 
a cost-per-serving basis of 73 
cents to $1.16 per serving for 
main 
course, 
vegetable 
and 
dessert. 


A three-store Tennessee chain 
advertises comparison shopping 
statistics, chiefly customer sav­ 
ings averaging five to seven 
per cent. 
A large midwestern chain ran 
an ad with 87 couponed items 
that could save as much as 
$18.30 on a week’s grocery bill. 
More and more ads promote 
home cooking in an obvious 
attempt to lure families aw ay 
from fast food, take-ut eat­ 
eries. Exam ple, a double page 
newspaper ad containing seven 
days of budget menus based on 
national brands. The ad also 
pointed out that coupons and 
private label ingredients could 
lower the costs still more. 
The extent to which all this 
has changed shopping habits is 
disputed. A consumer survey 
by Progressive Grocer and the 
Home Testing Institute showed 
55 per cent of the stores but 
only 44 per cent of the shoppers 
agree that coupons are 
the 
most popular way of saving 
money on food budgets. 
Four out of ten stores said 
shopping around for specials 
was the second major change, 
but only 29 per cent of the 
shoppers said they followed this 
practice. 
The 
shoppers 
said 
their 
number 
two 
inflation- 
fighting habit was cutting down 
on nonfood purchases. 
Thirty-seven per cent said of 
the consumers said they were 
changing to store brands, but 
only 
13 
per 
cent 
of 
store 
managers 
or 
operators 
said 
they’d observed this change. 
Twenty-six 
per 
cent 
of 
consumers 
said 
they 
were 
buying less meat; only 16 per 
cent of store managers agreed.

This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. How long do I have to 
keep my tax records on file? 


A. Your records 
must be 
retained as long as their con­ 
tents may be material in the 
administration of any Internal 
Revenue 
law. 
Records that 
support an item of income or 
a 
deduction 
appearing 
on 
your return should be kept 
until the statute of limitations 
expires for that return. Us­ 
ually this is three years from 
the date the return was due 
or filed, or two years from 
the date the tax was paid, 
whichever occurs later. Some 
records must be kept indefi­ 
nitely. For example if you buy 
a house, you will have to keep 
all the records concerning the 
property so that later if you 
sell it, you can 
prove how 
much you paid for it, what 
you spent for 
repairs, etc. 
Records of transactions relat­ 
ing to property should be re 
tamed as long as they are 
material in determining the 
basis of the original or re- 
p'acement property. 


Q. Is the interest I received 
with my tax refund in 1974 
subject to income tax? 


A. Yes. lf you receive a tax 
refund that includes interest 
on the amount refunded, the 
interest must be included in 
your gross income in the year 
received. 


Q. How much can I deduct 
for the mileage I drove for 
business purposes using my 
own car? 


A. For 1974, the standard 
m i le a g e 
rate 
has 
been 
changed, lf you used your car 
in business, you may deduct 
15 cents a mile for the first 
15,000 miles of business use, 
and ten cents for each mile 
over 15,000. For other pur­ 


poses 
such 
as 
moving ex­ 
penses, 
medical 
expenses, 
and 
charitable contributions 
the rate has been increased to 
seven cents a mile. 


Q. How can I have my tax 
refund credited to next year’s 
tax? 


A. An overpayment of in­ 
come and social security taxes 
entitles you to a refund, un­ 
less you indicate on your re­ 
turn 
that 
the 
overpayment 
should be applied to your next 
year’s estimated tax. lf there 
is an overpayment of tax, you 
should indicate on lines 25 
and 26 of Form 1040, or on 
lines 
24 
and 
25 of Form 
1040A the amount you want 
refunded and the amount you 
want credited against your es­ 
timated tax. On your initial 
declaration of estimated tax 
on Form 1040 ES, you may 
choose to have the overpay 
ment applied entirely against 
your first payment or have it 


spread evenly against each 
installment of your 1975 tax. 
lf the IRS computes your tax 
for you, any refund to which 
you are entitled will be mailed 
to you

year. T hey’re key items in 
the hazardous business of 
drilling new oil wells. 
The worldwide boom in 
oil exploration, triggered by 
shortages 
and huge price 
hikes, has brought oil drill­ 
ing rigs to frozen seas and 
searing desert sands. 
Oilmen 
now drill four 
miles 
beneath the earth’s 
crust in their search for new 
sources 
of crude. Drilling 
costs may run as high as 
$65,000 a day. 
“You could almost say 
Americans invented oil, and 
they’ve certainly developed 
the ways to find it and get it 
out o f the ground,” says 
Robert Crowley, a Texan 
whet "should know* Crowley 
is president of a firm which 
makes 
amazing, 
custom- 
molded rubber parts for oil 
drilling, the Murray Rubber 
division of Mead Corpora­ 
tion. 
To a surprising extent, 
specially 
designed 
rubber 
parts play a key role in the 
safety and success of drilling 
new 
wells. They’re engin­ 
eered to withstand pressures 
of up to 20,000 lbs. per 
square 
inch and tempera­ 
tures ranging from 70° be­ 
low zero to 4 50° above. 
Names of rubber parts 
like 
“ rampacker,” “down- 
hole packer” and “telescop­ 
ing joint” convey the rugged 
tou gh n ess 
demanded 
in 
drilling operations. Take a 
rampacker, for example. In 
case o f a “ blow” — mud, 
water, gas, etc. shooting up 
under huge pressures — the 
rampacker has to hold tight

Hiring quotas that discriminate 
against any class of people, 
whether they are part of a 
minority or the majority, have 
been found 
illegal 
by 
New 
Jersey’s second highest court. 
Judge Joseph Halpern of the 
Appellate Division of Superior 
Court held that a system that 
allocates jobs for blacks by 
denying work to whites “piles 
discrimination on top of dis­ 
crimination.” 
The court decision Tuesday 
struck down a ruling by the 
state Division of Civil Rights, 
which imposed hiring quotas 
for 
the 
police 
and 
fire 
departments in Montclair. 
Halpern 
noted 
that 
both 
federal and state laws ban 
discrimination based on sex, 
race, color, creed or marital 
status. 
Under 
the 
state’s 
constitution, the judge wrote, 
the division has “ broad po­ 
wers” to enforce such laws. 
“But those powers must not 
be exercised in such a way as 
to discriminate against others,” 
the appeals judge wrote. 
He said the tem ptation is 
great under the law to allow a 


small number of the minority 
groups to “now obtain what 
others similarly situated will be 
denied.” 
“Once a quota system is 
imposed, as was done here, 
such numerical criteria will 
unquestionably 
result in the 
kind of invidious discrimination 
and injustice the quota system 
was 
designed 
to 
prevent, 
Halpern wrote. 
“It is one 
thing for 
the 
division to find that a given 
person has been discriminated 
against and give him relief,” 
the judge wrote. “But when it 
fashions a remedy on a class 
quota basis, it leads to insoluble 
problems and piles discrimina­ 
tion on top of discrimination.” 
The appeals judge said the 
“ultimate goal” should be to 
eliminate all 
“invidious dis­ 
crimination” 
based on 
sex, 
race, color or creed. 
"Courts should hesitate, in a 
given 
case, 
to 
rectify

wrongs of the past by a method 
of racial quotas which in itself 
invidiously 
discriminates 
against others —be they of the
